Sierra Madre voters go to the polls Tuesday to decide on two 
vital issues affecting the recreational future of this city. 

In urging a large turnout at the balloting stations. Mayor J. 
Milton Steinberger said the important thing in any election is 
not how you vote, but that you do vote. 

Balloting issues at the Oct. 
18 election axe: 

First Proposition: That a 
maximum of 25 cents per $100 
assessed valuation be estab¬ 
lished on the tax rate to pay 
for the construction of a new 
swimming pool. This amount 
would be assessed for a period 
of three years, or until such 
time as $35,000 is raised. 

Second Proposition: That an 
annual tax rate of a maximum 
of 10 cents per $100 assessed 
Valuation be allowed for the 
maintenance of the swimming 
pool and the operation of the 
city’s recreation program. Mon¬ 
ey raised under this proposi¬ 
tion would not be used for the 
construction of the pool. There 
is no specific time limit indi¬ 
cated as in the case of Propo¬ 
sition No. 1. 

Polls will be open from 7 
a. m. to 7 p. m., and the 
following balloting stations 
have been designated: 

Voting Precinct A, consisting 
of regular election precincts 1, 

3, 5, and 8, will be located at 
the City Hall, 55 W. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre boulevard. 

Voting Precinct B, consisting 
of regular election precincts 2, 

4, 9, 10, and 12, will be at the 
Parkhouse, on the corner of 
Hermosa and Sierra Madre 
boulevard. 

Voting Precinct C, consisting 
of regular election precincts 6, 
7, and 11, will be at the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Canyon Bathhouse, 
544 Woodland Drive. 

Several civic groups have 
gone on record favoring one 
or both of the issues. Among 
these are the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
Lions Club.

At its regular meeting last Tuesday, the City Council set that 
date for all-out arguments on annexation of 200 acres west of 

Michillinda avenue. 

In the meantime, the Council 
was awaiting reports on (1). 
water, (2). fire insurance and 
fire protection requirements, 
(3). taxes and assessments in 
connection 
tion. 

As a prelude to the Novem¬ 
ber 9 hearing (a Wednesday 
night because November 8, a 
Tuesday, is election day), ap¬ 
proximately a dozen and a half 
persons out of more than a 
hundred that crowded the 
Cou ncil chambers Tuesday 
spoke either for or against the 
proposal. 

Many of the questions con¬ 
cerned water. But Councilman 
Henry Nuetzel pointed out that 
a report from Water Engineer 
Harold C o n k 1 i n g probably 
would be received by the next 
meeting. 

A letter from the consulting 
engineer, who has been retain¬ 
ed by the city to make the 
study at a cost of about $500, 
was read at the meeting. 

It said that the State Water 
Board and the watermaster (of 
the Raymond Basin) say that 
“a complete detailed report is 
necessary before the Board 
can find as to the amount of 
additional safe yield” that the 
Big Santa Anita diversion proj¬ 
ect will bring. 

Conkling said that his re¬ 
port will determine the amount 
of new water that will be made 
available. The results of the 
studies “will be sufficient to 
present to court and to the 
watermaster in support of the 
city’s claim for additional 
pumping rights.” he added. 

Among those speaking for 
the annexation was Charles H. 
Mathews of 126 W. Grandview. 
He said that if Sierra Madre 
fails to annex the area, the 
city would have no control over 
the size of the lots and streets, 
the continuation of existing 
streets and other factors. 

The question was raised by 
John Osgood of 615 W. Mon- 
tecito as to whether or not the 
subdividers would be allowed 
to join with less than the pres¬ 
ently required 7500 square foot 
lots. 

Nuetzel pointed out that the 
matter would go to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission and that 
nothing had been decided def¬ 
initely at yet. 

Following this up, A. L. Har¬ 
ris of 734 W. Fairview avenue 
declared that the development 
would be “a very wonderful 
thing for Sierra Madre” if dec¬ 
ent houses were built. 

Mark Dailey of 162 E. Aleg- 
ria said he would agree 100 
per cent if the people voted the

A single afternoon or eve¬ 
ning will bo enough time to 
rid your home of the most 
common fire hazards, Fire 
Chief Jim Heasley said today 
in urging Sierra Madre to join 
in the nation-wide observation 
of Fire Prevention Week, Oct. 
9 to 15. 

“The first step is to clean 
out the cellar,” Chief Heasley 
said. “Most families have 
stacks of old magazines, piles 
of discarded clothing, and even 
pieces of furniture stuck away 
down there. 

"All it takes is a spark from 
the furnace, or a defect in the 
wiring, or a carelessly drop¬ 
ped cigarette to start a fire in 
the cellar.” 

The local chief said the next 
step is to clean out the attic, 
which is another danger spot. 

“By cleaning up your home 
this week, you may keep it 
from burning up next week,” 
he said. 

Chief Heasley also suggested 
these simple precautionary 
measures around the house: 

1. Keep matches out of the 
reach of small children. Dis¬ 
tribute enough ashtrays about 
the house. Don’t permit any 
smoking in bed. 

2. Don’t play home handy¬ 
man with electric wiring. Have 
faulty wiring replaced or re¬ 
paired by a qualified electri¬ 
cian. 

3. Have chimneys and fire¬ 
places checked at least once 
a year. Check for cracks and 
loose bricks. 

In addition to these specific 
rules, Chief Heasley empha¬ 
sized that "careless handling 
of cigarettes and matches is 
still the No. .1 cause of fire.”

Republicans continue to lead 
Democrats in registration, Hite 
reported. Registration by par¬ 
ties is as follows: 

Democrats, 16 9 4; Republi¬ 
cans, 1950; Prohibition, 8; In¬ 
dependent Progressive, 16; De¬ 
clined to state, 192; and mis¬ 
cellaneous, 3. 

The 3863 total is 209 less 
than the record registration of 
4172 for the presidential elec¬ 
tion last November, Hite re¬ 
ported. 

County-wide, Democrat con¬ 
tinued to maintain a 3 to 2 
lead over Republicans in reg¬ 
istration, the same ratio that 
existed last November, Hite 
disclosed. Total registration is 
1,940,132, a drop of 182,726 or 
8.6 per cent over the record 
registration of 2,122,858 estab¬ 
lished last year. 

“The decrease,” Hite declar¬ 
ed, “is due primamily to the 
elimination from the rolls of 
all voters who failed to ballot 
in the state-wide elections of 
1948.”

annexation in, but Paul Carter, 
700 N. Lima, declared:

Carter pointed out that the 
advantage to the city would 
be a broadening of the tax 
base and that “control of the 
subdivision was always desir¬ 
able,” but he added that if as¬ 
sessments went too low, the 
tax advantage would be lost 
to the city. 

A. T. Murray of the Sierra 
Madre Villa avenue area 
pointed out that water might 
be available to the Upper Has¬ 
tings if it remained in Coun¬ 
ty territory. 

He said that the County Su¬ 
pervisors now are working over 
a plan under which all county 
territory could be joined into 
the Metropolitan Water Dis¬ 
trict. 

Carl Pegler of 89 W. Orange 
Grove avenue declared that he 
was "dead against" the city's 
joining the Metropolitan Water 
District, and he cautioned the 
Council against depending up¬ 
on the Big Santa Anita. 

As for taxes, Nuetzel said 
that a report from the county 
assessor showed that on the 
basis of a 900 square foot house 
the assessment would be about 
$1800 with an additional $500 
assessment on the lot, making 
a total of $2300 (not including 
personal property). (This fig¬ 
ure before exemptions.) 

He pointed out that figures 
from the assessor’s office also 
showed that 64 per cent of all 
homes (land and improve¬ 
ments) in the city are assess¬ 
ed for less than $2500—1575 
out of the city’s total 2460 
homes. 

According to the breakdown, 
there are 238 homes assessed 
at from $1 to $500; 170 from 
$500 to $750; 402 from $1000 to 
$1500; 315 from $1500 to $2000, 
and 235 from $2000 to $2500. 

Those favoring annexation 
didn't let Mrs. Edith Vane get 
away with it when she, in a 
round-about manner, said that 
residents of Sierra Madre were 
on the intellectual side. 

“A survey showed that the 
kind of people that will be 
buying homes in the Hastings 
are $52 a week people—they 
work by the hour,” she said. 
"Well, of course, there’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with that, but . . .”

"WHY SIERRA MADRE NEEDS A NEW SWIMMING POOL” 

Sierra Madre needs a new swimming pool because the old 
one built in 1927 is too far away, too small, and needs too 
much repair. 

Young children can hardly ever get up to the Canyon to make 
use of the pool. There is no street up near the pool and the 
children have to walk on the road on which cars go up and 
down most of the day. 

There is no way of heating the water and so it is too cold to 
swim in for two or three days after the water is changed. The 
sun shines on the water for about two hours and then it is 
shady, due to the shadows cast by the trees on the hill above 
the road. There are not enough lavatories and the dressing 
rooms do not have enough light in them. 

Outside the fence near the baby pool, it looks like a city dump. 
There are papers, cans and broken bottles scattered all over. 
The parents have no place to sit and watch their young ones 
unless they pay to go in. This is often inconvenient or impossible. 
Mothers should be able to see their children in the pool, after 
they go to all the trouble of getting them there. 

We learned from a visit to the Chamber of Commerce that 
the pioneer residents of Sierra Madre worked hard to provide 
the first swimming pool in 1926. When that first one was ruined 
by a flood, they built this present one in 1927. Sierra Madre 
then had a population of twenty-five hundred. Now, in 1949, we 
are more than seven thousand! What they built twenty-two years 
ago for two thousand people, surely is not large enough now 
with nearly three times as many people! Yes, we do need a new 
pool—larger, cleaner, and more centrally located.

At Library 


Postal Receipts 
For September 
In Meteoric Rise 
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Shades of Yesteryear 


Complete 

Engine 

Repair 

Service 


A meteoric 41 per cent in¬ 
crease in postal receipts was re¬ 
corded last month by the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Post office. 

Comparing September, 1949, 
figures with those for Septem¬ 
ber of last year, Postmaster Ed¬ 
die Robertson disclosed that 
the large increase is a result 
of very heavy mailing in all 
classes of mail. 

According to Robertson, post¬ 
al receipts amounting to $6,- 
330.30 were recorded by the 
Post Office, as compared with 
$4467.10 for September, 1948. 

For the July-August-Septem- 
ber quarter, an increase of $2,- 
909.37 or 28 per cent was re¬ 
ported. During this period, $17,- 
474.14 in receipts was tallied, in 
comparison with $13564.77 for 
the comparable 1948 quarter. 

Breaking these figures down 
to the actual number of par¬ 
cels of mail sent through the 
local Post Office, a 159 per cent 
increase is revealed. A total of 
571,521 pieces of mail were 
handled during the quarter. 
The 1948 quarterly figures 
show 219,896 items of mail 
cancelled and sent out by the 
local agency. 

“The quarter ending Sept. 30 
was the busiest one in our his¬ 
tory—except for Christmas sea¬ 
son quarters which, of course, 
always are heavy,” Postmaster 
Robertson said. 


“The Mudlark," by Theodore 
Bonnet, is an enchanting Vic¬ 
torian nostalgia, an adroit and 
graceful story of a crisis in the 
declining years of the reign of 
Queen Victoria. 

The novel concerns an ap¬ 
pealing little ragmuffin, named 
Wheeler who was to set the 
Empire on its ear. He climbs 
out of the mud and filth of a 
London slum, and goes off orw 
his own to call upon the Queen. 
An old sailor on the water¬ 
front had told the child some¬ 
thing of English history; the 
stories were garbled and dis¬ 
torted, but the boy knew of 
Wellington and Nelson. 

It had been impressed upon 
him also that the Queen was 
the Mother of England, more¬ 
over she also controlled the 
stars and planets. So he de¬ 
cided to go and have a look 
at her in her castle at Wind¬ 
sor. It was as simple as that! 

Wheeler makes his way to 
Windsor, and comes ashore 
there from a coal barge. In 
dense fog he slips by unnotic¬ 
ed by the sentries, and gets 
into the castle through a gate 
left open by a careless porter. 

He finds himself in the court¬ 
yard, but blinded by the fog, 
he falls through an open coal 
hole. This spills him down, 
down to the cellars of Windsor 

Nothing daunted, he scramb¬ 
les up, and begins to climb 
endless stars. In the end he 
arrives at the private dining¬ 
room of the Queen, hiding be¬ 
hind heavy curtains—but not 
before he has actually had a 
look at her, and the lofty room 
with its crimson silk walls. 

Before Wheeler gets out of 
trouble—he suffers many ex¬ 
aminations and indignities, 
they even give him a bath—the 
great Disraeli’s statecraft was 
to defend him in the House of 
Commons, Britain had bought 
the Suez Canal, and Queen Vic¬ 
toria had come out of retire¬ 
ment.

The new pool will cost the average homeowner about one cent a day for three 
years or less—that is the average assessment of real property owners in Sierra 
Madre. The pool, bath houses and sun decks will cost a total of about $35,000. 


A flash fire Tuesday eve¬ 
ning at the home of E. M. 
Karl, 579 E. Sierra Madre 
Blvd., “sooted up” the walls 
of one room, but caused little 
other damage. 

Karl reports that fuel oil in 
his furnace overflowed and, 
when he lit the furnace, it ig¬ 
nited causing a big flash. 

The small blaze, which oc¬ 
curred at 7:22 p. m., had al¬ 
ready been extinguished when 
City Firemen arrived. 


The new pool will soon pay for itself. The initial cost will be paid by the for¬ 
mation of Sierra Madre into a special tax district for the purpose of levying 
each year for three years a special tax not to exceed 25 cents on each $100 
of assessed valuation of property in the city and not to exceed the total sum 
of $35,000.
